Your RadioShack Electro Top will spin on 
any firm surface — on its stand, inside its 
box, and even on your fingerl 
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BATTERIES 


The Electro Top is powered by two AA bat- 
teries (not supplied). We recommend alka- 
line batteries (RadioShack Cat. No. 23- 
552/557). Or, you can use rechargeable 
nickel-cadmium batteries (Cat. No. 23- 
125, not supplied), with a battery charger 
(Cat. No. 23-153, not supplied). 





Cautions: 



• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, dif- 
ferent types of batteries (standard, 
alkaline, or rechargeable), or 
rechargeable batteries of different 
capacities. 






1. Use a Phillips screwdriver to remove 
the screws on the battery compart- 
ment cover, then lift the cover to 
remove it. 





2. Install the batteries as Indicated by 
the polarity symbols (+ and -) marked 
inside the compartment. 
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3. Replace the cover by inserting the tab 
into the groove. Then slide OFF/ON to 
ON and tighten the screws until the fly- 
wheel begins to turn. 







If the top spins slowly, or does not move at 
all, replace the batteries. 


Cautions: 

• If you do not plan to use the top for 
several days, remove the batteries. 

• Never leave dead or weak batteries In 
the top. Batteries can leak chemicals 
that can destroy electronic parts. 

• Always dispose of old batteries 
promptly and properly. 
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Important: Your Electro Top is capable of 
using rechargeable nickel-cadmium batter- 
ies. At the end of the batteries’ useful life, 
they must be recycled or disposed of prop- 
erly. Contact your local, county, or state 
hazardous waste management authorities 
for information on recycling or disposal 
programs in your area. Some options that 
might be available are: municipal curbside 
collection, drop-off boxes at retailers such 
as you local RadioShack store, recycling 
collection centers, and mailback pro- 
grams. 
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OPERATION 

Slide OFF/ON to ON and allow the flywheel 
inside the top to speed up for about 15-30 
seconds. Then place the spinning top in a 
vertical position on a firm surface. 
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To use the stand, place the circular base 
of the stand on a firm surface and put the 
top on the stand as shown. The top spins 
in place on the stand’s tip. 









To spin the top on the tip of your finger, 
keep it in a vertical position. 


Caution: Play with the top over a soft sur- 
face such as a mattress or carpeting so it 
will not break if you drop it. 
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You can also spin the top inside its box. 
Make sure the tip of the spinning top ex- 
tends outside the hole in the lower corner 
of the box. Then place the box as shown. 
The top spins and the bex stands en its 
corner. 
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When you finish playing with the top, slide 

OFF/ON to OFF.

• Keep the Electro Top dry. If It gets 
wet, wipe It dry Immediately. 

• Use and store the Electro Top only in 
normal temperature environments. 

• Handle the Electro Top gently and 
carefully. Don't drop It. 

• Keep the Electro Top away from dust 
and dirt. 

• Wipe the Electro Top with a damp 
cloth to keep it looking new.

New or re- 
conditioned parts and products may be used in the performance of warranty 
service. Repaired or replaced parts and products are warranted for the re- 
mainder of the original warranty period.
